PROVIDENCE, Nov. 
29.—"Repent- 


ance at leisure" as a. consequence o£ 
hasty marriages 
will 
have 
far less 


connection 
with, this city and state, 


after Wednesday than in the liberal 
past. 


On that day, Dec. 1, Rhode Island 


'and Providence drop the 
application 


"Gretna Green," and young couples lose 
.the opportunity for speedy and quiet 
marriages by an act of delay passed by 
the last general assembly. 


In substance, this provides that mar- 


riage licenses cannot 
legally become 


effective until five days after they are 
obtained. This, it is believed by thbse 
who secured the adoption of the act, 
.will prove to be a prohibitive restraint 
upon the young people who in 
past 


years have flocked to this state as a 
certain haven for marriage seekers. 


For years Rhode Island has been to 


New England, Boston 
particularly, 


what Gretna Green was to England in 
.the 18th century. But even as the loose 
ceremonies of the blacksmiths in 
the 


Scottish border town were 
eventually 


: curtailed to a score, 
where .formerly 


they numbered hundreds, by the rais- 
ing of restrictions, so this latter day 
"Gretna Green" is to lose its hitherto 
Jorge love smitten patronage. 
It is bo- 


lieved that the Providence 
marriage 


records, not 
figuring those of other 


places in th0 state, will be 
less 
by 


more than 500 next year of the average 
annual number of marriages. 


Thoi enactment of the new law will 


tend to lessen the income of many min- 
isters, several in particular who have 
made a specialty of caring for 
the 


speedy needs of runaway couples losing 
a really considerable portion of their 
yearly income. 


In Providence, Hev. Alexander Mit- 


chell probably will miss the influx of 
prospective brides and 
grooms 
most. 


He has for a number of. years held tho 
reputation of having performed more 
"out of the state" marriages than any 
other minister. For each of these he 
has received a minimum fee 
of 
51i, 


whllo m many cases th« overjoyed hus- 
band makes the fee much larger. 


The several cities and towns will 


lose through the lessening in register's 
fees, in this city about 5500, it is esti- 
mated—The cabmen, who 
have 
for 


ye.ars made a specialty of hustling the 
young couples from tho train to the 
register's office and thence to the min- 
ister, will also lose a profitable patron- 
age. Hotels, too, will miss the couples 
somewhat. 


During the last fiscal year 681 cou- 


ples from places in states other than 
Rhode Island were married in Provi- 
dence. 
Of this number. 629 were from 


Massachusetts. Most, If not all. were 
elopement's or hasty marriages. In ad- 
dition, there were performed In this 
city 166 marriages in which ono of the 
parties was from Massachusetts. These 
may or may not have been runaway 
matches. 


At Woonsocket forty couples from 


places outside of Rhode Island were 
married, and in other places through- 
out the state, probably 100 moro such 
marriages were performed. 


Under the conditions and laws which 


will be ineffective after Wednesday, it 
was a comparatively easy matter for 
young 
people to be married 
here. 


Blanket explanations were required as 
a matter of form when either of the 
parties appeared under the necessary 
age, but there have been only a few 
who came to Rhode Island 
and 
re- 


turned without tho marriage certificate 
Often, as it has later developed, one or 


both of the parties' have been several 
years short of the legal age. 


While the "Gretna Green" reputation 


and patronage will be missed by many, 
especially those 
who have benefited 


through it, the new law is generally 
considered as most proper and a step 
in the general direction' of 
securing 


uniform marriage and divorce laws 
throughout the country.

Destroyed by Fire 


QUINCY, Nov. 29.—Yesterday sev- 


eral thousand yjersons rode or walked 
to the ruins of the Boston gear works, 
destroyed by fire Saturday night, with 
» loss of $150,000. Those who saw only 
the shell of a building and a mass of 
twisted. 
ruined 
machinery 
inside, 


found it hard to realize that the fire 
waa the most expensive in the history 
of Quincy. 


The firm manufactured &rars for au- 


tomobiles and did other fine grades of 
work necessitating the employment of 
the finest and most delicate kinds of 
machinery, which explains the heavy 
monetary loss. 


The only things saved 
from 
the 


building were sor.ie workmen's 
tool 


kits, Moat of these were burned, how- 
ever, and it was said that they were 
worth ?200 a kit. 


The cause of the ,fire has not been 


determined but ns far as is known it 
was first seen in the stock room. There 
was no evidence to show that the place 
was set, as stated in some of the pa- 
pers. 


It was tho first time in ten years 


that .the general 
alarm 
has 
been 


sounded. This brought every piece of 


ppuratus in the city with the excep- 


tion of the combination at 
Houghs 


neck. 


The fire had complete mastery of the 


situation when the firemen answering 
the general alarm reached the place. 


Part of the force fought their wuy 


on the ground toward the building un- 
til their rubber coats were blistered 
from the heat, while others 
mounted 


ladders to the windows. Then, while 
a number of men held the bottoms of 
tho ladders secure, firemen with hose 
pipes in hand forced their way to the 
top until the men were actually Ir • 
side tho burning building. It waa a 
nervy piece of work and called forth 
favorable comment. 
Theso men on the ends of the lad- 


ders raked tho upper part of the Inside 
of the structure with streams of wa- 
ter, while the ground force gradually 
worked tholr way Into tho 
building. 


After more than an hour's work tho 
firemen succeeded In getting the best 
at tho tiamcs, although the nil-out sig- 
nal wan not sounded till 12.0(1 yester- 
day morning ami water wan thrown 
on the ruins until 8 o'clock.

On January 1 of next year will go into effect a new labor law to restrict 


ihe hours of "labor for women and children. It limits their work to ten hours 
a day whether their time be given in one or in several places. The maximum 


limit, for their week's work is 58 hours, but this law does not apply to 
mercantile establishments. 
This law will impose further responsibility upon 


mill bosses as well as upon parents, and both are equally 
liable 
to the 


penalty of violation.

Nearly All Reported are in the 


Beivito District 


Thirty-four eases of measles 
have 


been reported at the local board of 
health so far this month and about 
all of the thirtv-foiir rases are con- 
fined to Bclviderc. 
Three cases were 


reported during the month of October 
and four in September. 
. The total 


number of cases reported last ' year 
was S39 and there were five deaths. 


Measles is fully 
as 
contng-tous as 


scarlet fever and diphtheria, and at 
times it is even more fatal. 
In 1887 


there were 112 deaths from measles 
in Lowell and It is impossible to be 
too careful In guarding 
against 
this 


disease. 


The board of health takes great pre- 


cautions in guarding against measles 
and householders and school teachers 
are requested to carefully read the 
following extracts 
from 
the 
public 


statutes and the regulations of the 
board of health: 


"When a householder known that a 


person within his family is sick of any 
disease dangerous to the public health, 
he shall Immediately give notice to the 
board of health; and upon the death, 
recovery or removal of such person, 
the rooms occupied, and tho articles 
used by him shall 
be disinfected by 


such householder, 
in a manner 
ap- 


proved by the board of health. 


"No pupil shall be allowed to attend 


the public schools while any member 
of the household to which a/ild pupil 
belongs Is sick of measles or during a 
period of two weeks after the death, 
recovery or removal of such sick per- 


son; 
and any punil coming from such, 


household shall be required to present 
to the teacher of the school the pupil 
desires to attend, a certificate from.the 
attending physician or board of health,, 
of the facts .necessary to entitle 'him 
to admission in accordance with 
the 


above regulation. 
"The patient must, as far as pos-' 


sihle, be nursed by only one person, . 


j and no member of the family coming 
" In daily contact with the patient shall '• 
be. allowed in public. 
The patient . 


shall not RO out of the house nor be 
removed therefrom 
until 
permission, 


has been obtained from the board o£ 
health. 


"The foregoinff rules relative to con- 


tagious diseases shall be in. force until 
the board of health removes from the 
premises where the illness has 
oc- 
curred, the placards which notify the 
public of the existence of the .dis- 
ease. 
Such placards shall not be re- 


moved except by an agent or inspector 
of the board of health. 


"Therefore, if a parent conceals tho 


existence of a case of measles, or \t 
while one of hia children has the .dis- 
ease he allows the other children to 
play with children or another-family, 
or to attend school, he IB liable, to the 
fine provided for a violation of 
tho 


regulations of the board of health. . 
"All clothing and bedding should b« 


soaked for an hour' in a. solution of 
carbolic acid, thren ounces to the gal- 
Ion of water, or the clothing should 
be treated with boiling' water for .an 
hour.

"Never send the clothing? to a- laun- 


dry. 
Articles which 'cannot' be treat- 


ed by boiling, or the carbolic solution, 
should be exposed to

Than Rhode Island 


PROVIDENCE, 
Nov. 
29.—"Repent- 


ance at leisure" as .a. consequence o£ 
hasty marriages 
will 
have far less 


connection with 
this city and state 


after -Wednesday than in the liberal 
past. 


On that day, Dec. 1, Hh'ode Island 


and Providence drop the ' application 
"Gretna Green," and young couples lose 
the opportunity for speedy and quiet 
marriages by an act of delay passed by 
the last general assembly. 


In substance, this provides that mar- 


riage licenses cannot 
legally 
become 


effective until five days after they are 
obtained. This, it is believed by those 
who secured the adoption of the act, 
will prove to be a prohibitive restraint 
upon the1 young people who 
in past 


years have flocked to this state as a 
certain haven for marriage seekers. 


For years Rhode Island has been to 


New England, 
Boston 
particularly, 


wiiat Gretna Green was to England in 
the ISlh century. But even as' the loose 
ceremonies of the blacksmiths in 
the 


Scottish border town were eventually 
curtailed to a score, where 
formerly 


they numbered hundreds, by the rais- 
ing of restrictions, so this latter day 
"Gretna Green" is to lose its hitherto 
large love smitten patronage. It is be- 
lieved that the 
Providence 
marriage 


records, not 
figuring 
those of other 


places in the state, will be less by 
more than 500 next year of the average 
annual number of marriages. 


The enactment of the new law will 


tend to lessen the income'of many min- 
isters, several in particular who have 
madp a specialty of caring 
for 
the 


speedy needs of runaway couples losing 
a really considerable portion of their 
yearly income. •' 


In Providence, Rev. Alexander Mit- 


chell probably will miss the influx of 
prospective brides and grooms 
most. 


He has for a number of years held the 
reputation of having performed more 
"out of the state," marriages than any 
•other minister. 
For each of these he 


has received a minimum fee of 
52, 


while in many cases the overjoyed hus- 
band makes the fee much larger. 


The several cities and towns 
will 


lose through the lessening In register's 
fees, in this city about J500, it is esti- 
mated. The 
cabmen.jwho • have 
for 
years made a specialty of hustling the 
young couples from the train to the 
register's office and thence to the min- 
ister, will also lose a profitable patron- 
age. Hotels, too, will miss the couples 
somewhat. 


During the last fiscal year 081 cou- 


ples from places in states other than 
Rhode Island were married in Provi- 
dence. Of this number, 529 were from 
Massachusetts. Most, If not all, were 
elopements or hasty marriages. In ad- 
dition, there were performed In this 
city 1GG marriages in which one of the 
parties was from Massachusetts. These 
may or may not have been runaway 
matches. 


At Woonsocket forty couples from 


places outside of Rhode Island were 
married, and in other places through- 
out the state probably 100 more such 
marriages were performed. 


Under the conditions and laws which 


will be ineffective after Wednesday, 'it 
was a comparatively easy mutter" for 
young people 
to be married 
here. 


Blanket explanations were required as 
a matter of form when either of the 
parties appeared under the necessary- 
age, but there have been only a fc\v 
who came to Rhode Island 
and 
re- 


turned without the marriage certificate 
Often, as it has later developed, one or 


both of the parties have been several 
years short of the legal age. 
1 While the "Gretna Green" refutation 
and patronage will be missed by many, 
especially those who have 
benefited 


through it, the new law Is generally 
considered as most proper and a step 
In the general direction 
of 
securing 


uniform marriage and divorce laws 
throughout the country.

NEW 
LABOR 
LAW 
SOON TAKES EFFECT. 


On January 1 of next year will go into effect a new labor law to restrict 


the hours of labor for women and children. It limits their work to ten hours 
a day whether their time be given in one or in several places. The maximum 
limit for their week's work is 58 hours, hut this law does not apply to 
mercantile establishments. This law will impose further responsibility upon 
mill bosses as well as upon parents, and both aro equally liable to the 
penalty of violation.

The spiritual or church lords have already taken 
a neutral stand, and some others may follow their example, so that the 
opposition as represented by the following of Lord Lansdowne may dwindle 
from an overwhelming majority to an insignificant majority. 


SHALL DRUNKS RIDE ON CARS? 


The railroad commission will be acting in the interest of the public 


if it decides' that no intoxicated persons will be allowed to ride on electric 
cars. The commission has to pass on such cases in Worcester. It appears 
that when that city went no license, two years ago, a lot of citizens used 
the electric cars to take them over the border to where they could fill up. 
As a rule most of them returned in a stale of intoxication. The effort of 
the company to prevent men who were "roaring drunk" from riding on tho 
cars led to this controversy. 
It would bo well if tho rnilroiul commission 


would debar intoxicated people from riding in public conveyances unless 
in charge of an officer or guardian. II such people get led behind they tiro 
generally sure of lodging whether they have mnnny or not. If they do not 
like this treatment they should not got drunk.

ater to select Shakespeare's 
"Antony and Cleopatra" as 


the work to bo presented on tho open- 
ing night of that splendid playhouse 
should not be a matter of mystery to 
even the most unsophisticated. If the 
decision had been made by popular 
ballot it is probable that tho Bard of 
Avon would have won by a large ma- 
jority. It would not have occurred to 
any one who has a proper respect for 
the dignity of the English drama that 
the work of any other playwright, an- 
cient or modern, would have answered 
quite so well. At the dedication of the 
most pretentious theater in America, 
and ono of the very best in tho world, 
it was practically essential that an ex- 
ample of the work of the chief drama- 
tist of the language should be accorded 
the place of honor. 


It is also easy enough to understand 


why a tragedy should have been cho- 
sen. A comedy would not have been 
an appropriate expression of a great 
endeavor. Let It be tragedy, every- 
body agreed, and let It be enacted by 
the most capable plnyers of the pres- 
ent time. That determined, it was but 
a logical step to Sothern and Marlowe. 
To these popularly accepted exponents 
of the Shakespearean drama the lead- 
ing roles were Intrusted, with the ex- 
pectation that they would receive in- 
telligent treatment at tho hands of 
such conscientious artists. 


Why "Antony and Cleopatra?" Why 


not "Hamlet" or "Othello?" Mr. Soth- 
crn has been seen by most theater go- 
Ing Americans in his Interpretation of 
the "melancholy Dane." and many of 
them havo been pleased thereat, even 
some of those survivors of tho old 
guard who believe thero has been no 
reincarnation of Hamlet since tho pass- 
ing of Edward Loomls Davenport. 


After nn exhaustive thrashing out of 


this matter those who hud the busi- 
ness in charge decided to present a 
Shakespearean work which would be a 
novelty to this generation and which 
would nt. iho same time show tho ca- 
pacity of this new house for building 
up nn entire production wholly out of 
Its own resources. No tragedy which 
could havo been sclented could have 
put both actors and audiences to a. se- 
verer test. 


A Very Difficult Proposition. 


"Antony and Cleopatra" cannot bo 


made entirely satisfactory to a modern 
audience. This tragedy contains In Its 
library form a'Multiplicity of scones, 
ono excellent edition having forty-two. 
Somo of these scenes havo only four 
or half a dozen lines each. Somo scenes 
run to 200 or 400 lines or moro. 
Tho 


first net Is commonly printed In five 


tilings, but not to such forms and 
changes as these. 
"Scenes" are not 


now "shifted" before tho public gaze, 
with no lowering of lights and with 
hardly an instant's pause in the con- 
stant movement of an act's story. Mod- 
ern productions are so laden with scen- 
ic effect and detail that rapid changes 
from scene to scene aro thought Im- 
possible. 
"Antony and Cleopatra" Is 


much too long for the theater of this 
day, and on the rare occasions when it 
has been" performed in the last genera- 
tion or two it has been severely cut. 
At the New theater it has been se- 
verely slashed. Tho forty-two scenes 
havo been compressed into eleven, and 
it must bo said that much that Is es- 
sential to the beauty and dignity of 
the play, even to a proper understand- 
ing of It by the general public, has 
been thrown overboard. The object, of 
course, was in tho suppression of un- 
essential passages, so that tho per- 
formance might bo given within a rea- 
sonable limit of time. 
If the com- 


pression Is not altogether satisfactory 
it is because, perhaps, no effort of the 
kind could give entire satisfaction. 
Shakespeare was illustrating history. 
The business of the New theater Is to 
present the dramatic story of the play, 
and it is perhaps impossible so to con- 
dense the text that nono of tho boat 
passages shall bo lost. 


Trying to Be Antony and Cleopatra, 
Coming now to tho subject of the two 


dominating figures, Antony and Cleo- 
patra, where shall wo look for their 
illusion producing counterparts on tho 
modern stage? It is true that Miss 
Marlowe and Mr. Sothern have no very 
formidable rivals ns bearers of tho 
classic banner on our own stage, but 
it is equally certain that neither of 
these sterling actors ills in very snugly 
with tho description of the historic 
personages drawn so clearly in Shakc- 


As Antony Mr. Sothern's portrayal 


conies as a pleasant surprise. In the 
scene with Eros immediately after the 
news of tho queen's supposed death 
his acting Is a revelation to those who 
havo never given him credit for con- 
summate dramatic achievement. 
Not 


cast in a heroic mold, without the 
weight and power which belong to the 
character and which give it the requi- 
site dignity, Mr. Sothern manages to 
invest tho role of Antony with a real- 
Ism that is wonderfully effective. 


A Promising Beginning. 


It must bo said of A. E. Anson, the 


young actor who appears as Octavlus 
Caesar, that ho Is the one who seems 
alone to catch the spirit of the verse 
and to breathe into his part something 
of the tumultuous and passionate ear- 
nestness that should dominate tha 
tragedy In Its entirety. In these Initial 
performances at the New theater his 
endeavors have been full of promise 
for the future, for he has demonstrat- 
ed that lie bus an understanding of 
the demands of Shakespearean acting 
which Is very rare at the present day.

adopt this method of organization, for 
the purpose of absorbing those work- 
men whom it would be impossible to 
organ ize otherwise.

FRAUD IS CHARGED 


NEW YOKK, Nov. 20.—Oil criminal charges 
resulting 
from 
tlio 


revelations oi' extensive under-weighing frauds on the,docks of the Ameri- 
can Sugar defining Co. in Williamsbtirg, six former employes of that eoin- 
pany were placed oil trial in Hie United Slates circuit court here today. On 
November 10, 1007, Richard Purr, ib™ it special, agent of the customs ser- 
vice, raided the Williamsburg sugar docks and reported the discovery of 
fraudulent iiltachments to tho scales used in weighing sugar imports. It 
was as an outcome of this raid that James Bendernagel, former manager 
at the company's Williamsburg plant, Oliver Spitzer, former dock super- 
intendent, and five checkers and weighers employed on the docks at the lime 


were indicted and brought to trial today. 


The other men under indictment are P. J. Hennessey, Thomas Kehpe, 


J. K. Coyle, E. A. Boyle and J. M. Voelker is ill, and when court opened 
today his counsel secured a postponement of his trial. 


Before the process 'of selecting a jury could ho begun counsel, after 


entering pleas of not guilty, moved that the government select one of the 
many counts of the indictment on which to proceed. The jurymen present

Measles is fully 
as 
contagious as 


scarlet fever and diphtheria, and at 
times it is even more fatal. 
In 1S87 


there were 112 deaths from measles 
jn Lowell and it is impossible to be 
too careful in guarding against 
this 


disease. 


The board of health takes great pre- 


cautions in guarding1 against measles 
and householders and school teachers 
are requested to carefully read the 
following extracts 
from 
the 
public 


statutes and the regulations of the 
board of health: 


""WTien a householder knows that a 


person within his family is sick of any 
disease dangerous to the public health, 
he shall immediately give notice to the 
board of health, and upon the death, 
recovery or removal of such person, 
the rooms occupied, and the articles 
used by him shall 
be disinfected by 


such householder, in a manner 
ap- 


proved by the board of health. 


"No pupil shall he allowed to attend 


the public schools while any member 
.-if the household to which said pupil 
i'clongs is sick of measles or during n. 
; eriod of two weeks after the diiath, i 
recovery or removal o£ such sick per- 


son; 
and any pupil coming from such 


household shall be required to presen 
to the teacher of the school the pupi 
desires to attend, a certificate from th< 
attending physician or board of health 
of the facts -necessary to entitle him 
to .admission .in. accordance, with 
thi 


above regulation. 
"The' patient must, as far as pos- 


sible, be nursed by only one person 
and no member of the family coming 
in daily contact with the patient shal 
be allowed in public. 
The patieni 


shall not .go.out of the, house nor be 
removed therefrom 
until 
permission 


has been obtained from the board 
health. 


"The foregoing rules relative to con- 


tagious diseases shall be in force until 
the board of health removes from the 
premises where the illness 
has 
oc- 
curred,' the placards which notify the 
public of the existence of the dis- 
ease. 
Such placards shall not be re- 


moved except by an agent or Inspector 
of the board of health. 


"Therefore, if a parent conceals the 


existence of a case of measlen, or if 
while one of his children has the dis- 
ease ho allows the other children to 
play with children or another family, 
or to attend school, he Is liable to, the 
fine provided for a violation 
of 
the 


regulations of the board of health. 


"All 
clothing and bedding should be 


soaked for an hour In a solution of 
carbolic acid, three ounces to tho gal- 
lon of water, or the clothing should 
)e treated with boiling water for 
an 


lour, 


"Never send the clothing to a laun- 


dry.

Shakespeare's 


"Antony and Cleopatra" 
as

even tho most unsophisticated. If the 
decision had been made by popular 
ballot it is probable that the Bard of 
Avon would have won by a large ma- 
jority. It would not have occurred to 
nny one who has a proper respect for 
the dignity of the English drama that 
the work of any other playwright, an- 
cient or modern, would have answered 
ciulte so well. At the dedication of the 
mo:t pretentious theater in America, 
and one of the very host In the world. 
It was practically essential that nn ex- 
ample of the work of the chief drama- 
tist of the language should be accorded 
the place of honor. 


It is also easy enough to understand 


why a tragedy shotild have been cho- 
sen. A comedy would not havo been 
an appropriate expression of a great 
endeavor. 
Let it be tragedy, every- 


body agreed, and let it be enacted by 
the most capable players of tho pres- 
ent time. That determined. It was-but 
a logical step to Sothern nnd Marlowe. 
To these popularly accepted exponents 
of the Shakespearean drama tho lead- 
ing roles were intrusted, with tho ex- 
pectation that they would receive In- 
telligent treatment at tho hands of 
such conscientious artists. 


Why "Antony and Cleopatra?" Why 


not "Hamlet" or "Othello?" Mr. Soth- 
ern has been seen by most theater go- 
Ing Americans In his Interpretation of 
the "melancholy Dane," and many of 
them have been pleased thereat, even 
some of those survivors of tho old 
guard who believe there has born no 
reincarnation of Hamlet since tho pass- 
Ing of Edward Loomis Davenport. 


After an exhaustive thrashing out of 


this matter those, who had tho busi- 
ness in charge decided to present a 
Shakespearean work which would he a 
novelty to thin generation nnd which 
would nt tho same time, show tho ca- 
pacity of this now house for building 
up nn entire production wholly out of 
its own resources.

the labor organizations of Slassachu- 
setts ever compiled is without doubt 
the report just issued by the Massa- 
chusetts bureau of statistics. 


The data in this report concerns 1172

162,373.

Eighty- 


four local organizations did not report 
to the bureau. 


The inquiry which this report covers 


is a broad one, including not only the 
purely statistical features of the organ-
